Of the necessities of life, floor costs 
56 cents; oat raeal, 32cents; potatoes, 
24 cents; and Indian meal, 28 cents 
per stone or 14 pound*. Rent varies 
from 830 to 85 per annum. The com- 
plaint is general that trade ia very 
unsatisfactory, The linen mills ran 
from 6 A. M. to 6 p. M. with two 
hours' interval for meals. On Satur- 
day, they clo.se at 2 p u.

Ciosely following the return to sti- 


ver currency come* a remarkably in 
genions device for tbe detection of 
spurious "halves," "quarters" and 
dimes. It is called the "Pocket Coin 
Detector," and is simply a circular 
piece of nickel, not as large ss a sil- 
ver dollar, having upon its surface 
concentric circles wbosn diameters 
are the same as those of genuine 
coins; upon its periphery three rec- 
tangular niches, at equal distances 
•put, and within the circumference 
three triangular boles. To test a 
half-dollar a knife-blade is run into 
the hole farthest from tbe center, and 
the "half" ia fixed in the nearest 
niche, which is just large enough to 
receive it. The knife blade is made 
to act as a fulcrum, and tho coin, if 
good, will overbalance all that por- 
tion of the niehwt on the other side 
of the hole and will fall; otherwise, 
it will be out weighed and will rise 
to a point directly over the blade. 
By a similar use of thn other holes 
and niches quarters and dimes can 
be unerringly tested. Considering 
the faet that the niches are neees 
sarily of different sizes, therefore dis- 
place different weights of metal, and 
that tbe heavier the coin tbe nearer 
to the circumference the bole must 
be made, while, at tbessme time, tbe 
maker has to take into hi" calculation 
the diBp?ac*ments canst d by the 
other two holm, it is seen that this 
invention is tbe resnjt of no small 
amount of mathematical ingenuity 
and mechanical skill. 


HABP.—Of very thin 


cedar, pine, or other soft wood, make 
a box five or six inches deep, seven 
or eight incbte wide, and of a length 
just equal to the width of the win- 
dow in which it is to be placed. 
Across the top, near each end, glue 
a atrip of wood naif an inch high and 
a quarter of an inch thick, 
for 


bridges. Into the ends of the box 
insert wooden pins like those of a 
violin, to wind tbe strings around— 
two pins in each end.

HOW TO CONSTBTJOT A TBJJBFEONB. 


—Procure two pieces of tin spouting, 
about nine inches long.

end of each glue parchment, or two 
thicknesses of very heavy writing 
paper pasted together, and dry them 
near the fire or in the sun; pierce 
tbe center of parchment, when dry, 
with a pin; then through the hole 
made, ran a piece of floe copper wire, 
and secure it by means of a cross 
piece of heavier wire.
